The number of travellers or vagrants lodged and fed during: 
the past year, has been two hundred and thirty-eight. 

There is due the establishment two hundred dollars for milk. 

Since our last annual report, two of the inmates have died: 
On the 31st of December, Cooper Garfield, aged 100 years, 6: 
months and 22 days, having been an inmate for thirty-five years ; 
and on the 23d of February, William Patch, aged 57 years, 9 
months, 27 days, also an inmate for twenty-five years. There 
are now only three persons remaining at the Almshouse, viz. : 
John Stimpson, Thomas Farwell and Frank B. Nelson. Owing, 
however, to the change in our settlement law, a large number of 
our people, who were heretofore cared for by the State, are now 
thrown upon individual towns for support. Thomas Corbitt, and 


six children between the ages of twelve years and twenty months, 
2 
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have been dependent mostly on this town for their support during 
the past year, and we, your Overseers, have tried to secure homes 
for some of the children, where they would be better cared for, 
and at the same time be at no expense to the town; but we find 
that, under this trying panic, children are not much sought after 
for adoption. We do therefore recommend that, this spring, if 
possible, homes be found for part of the children, and the others, 
with their father, taken to our Aimshouse.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


THE School Committee are happy to be able to state, that the 
condition of our public schools during the past year, is such as to 
give renewed assurances to the citizens of Weston, that teachers 
and scholars are amply repaying the interest and expenditure 
granted in their behalf. 

As has been reported in years previous, the schools are all 
small, yet no one so small as to warrant its discontinuance, on ac- 
count of the large distance which the union of any two of our 
schools would require some of the children to travel. 

The same policy prevails in respect of these schools, as was 
mentioned in the previous report. Some changes have been 
made among the teachers of the different schools, nearly all of 
them unavoidable, as may be seen by the reports of the schools in 
detail. The committee feel justified by the result, where they 
had choice in the matter. They believe they have now an effi- 
cient corps of teachers, each one occupying the best possible 
sphere of usefulness in the different schools. 

For expenses for school purposes in detail during the year, re- 
ference is hereby made to the Auditor’s Report.

The second term was very good; the 
smaller scholars, especially, making very rapid improvement. 
Although the Committee were pleased at Miss Cutts’ promotion, 
it cannot but be regretted that she did not remain during the year, 
to reap the promised harvest of the second term. She has the 
best wishes of the entire Board, for success in her present situa- 
tion. 

As nearly all the changes in teachers were dependent on this, 
it may be as well to finish the subject here. ; 

Just previous to Miss Cutts’ resignation, Miss Richardson, of 
No. 6, announced her inability of undertaking the long walk 
during the coming winter, between her school and the nearest 
boarding place, and asked to be released from the obligation to 
finish the year. The Committee reluctantly consented. In the 
meantime a vacancy, before mentioned, took place in No. 1. 
Miss Richardson applied for it, and the Committee, glad to retain 
her services, which had become very valuable, appointed her to 
Miss Cutts’ place. The school immediately took a rapid stride in 
improvement. ‘The teacher has enlisted the ambition, good will 
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and sympathy, of all her scholars, and the school to-day occupies 
a first place among those of the town. None of the tardy marks 
were made during the last term.

COMMITTEE ON TOWN CLOCK. 


—— $$ — 


At the annual Town Meeting, held April Sth, 1875, a letter 
was read by the Moderator, from Gen. Charles J. Paine, pro- 
posing to give to the Town of Weston a Town Clock, leaving it 
optional with them where the same should be placed. 

The town voted to accept the gift, and to place the. clock in the 
tower of the Unitarian Church, as being the most convenient and 
conspicuous place, provided the said Society give their approba- 
tion and consent. A committee was chosen at the time, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Edwin Hobbs, Alonzo 8. Fiske and George B. 
Milton, to confer with the Trustees of the Unitarian Society in 
Weston, and if a satisfactory arrangement could be made in re- 
gard to placing the clock on the church, to purchase the clock, 
and cause the same to be placed thereon. 

The town also voted to place the sum of $500 at the disposal 
of the Committee, to defray all necessary expenses incurred. 
The Committee met the Trustees, and, after due consultation, 
they finally agreed upon and signed the subjomed paper, as a full 
and perfect understanding and conditions upon which the clock 
was to be placed in the tower of said church. 

1st. All expenses in placing the clock on the house, together 
‘with all repairs, and care which may be needed to keep said clock 
in running order, shall be paid by the town. 

2d. In case the house should be abandoned as a place of wor- 
ship, or sold to other parties, and converted to other uses, or 
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removed to some other location, then due notice shall be given to 
the town, who may remove the clock from the house. 

3d. If, at any time, for good and sufficient reasons, the town 
should see fit to remove the clock to some other location, due 
notice shall be given to the Society of such intention. 

4th. If, at any time, the town do remove the clock from the 
house, all alterations and repairs in said house, made necessary 
by such removal, shall be made without delay, at the expense of 
the town, to the acceptance of the Trustees of the Parish. 

5th. That these provisions and regulations be entered upon 
the Parish records, and also upon the Town records, as articles of 
agreement between the “ First Parish in Weston,” by Isaac Co- 
burn, Geo. W. Cutting, and Charles W. Sibley, Trustees of said 
Parish, and Edwin Hobbs, Alonzo 8. Fiske, and Geo. B. Milton, 
a duly authorized Committee of said town, chosen April Sth, 
1875. 

Signed the twenty-fourth day of April, A. D. 1876. 


The Committee, together with the Trustees, then consulted 
with Mr. Thomas W. Silloway, of Boston, an Architect, who 
drew the plan as it now is, which was highly satisfactory to both 
parties, and was accordingly adopted. The whole expense of 
clock and the preparations to receive it, are as follows, viz. :—

TRUSTEES OF CEMETERIES.

TuE Trustees of Cemeteries herewith submit their Annual Re- 
port. In our last report to the town, we recommended the erec- 
tion of a Receiving Tomb in some convenient place in Linwood 
Cemetery. We have secured the building of this tomb near the 
entrance to the Cemetery, at an expense of $447.71. It is built 
in a substantial manner, after a plan drawn by Mr. J. H. Curtis, 
of Waltham. ‘The wall on the east side of the Cemetery has been 
completed, and the whole grounds are now enclosed except the 
front line on the avenue. This, we believe, should be a good 
face wall, and should be built the present season. In order to 
do this, and also to dig a well, which is much needed, it will be 
necessary for the town to make a small appropriation in addition 
to the unexpended balance which has been received for burial 
lots and wood, and is now in the hands of the Treasurer. We 
believe that the money received for burial lots, and for wood, as 
it may become necessary to remove the trees, and also for grass 
sold, will be sufficient to defray the ordinary expenses in future 
years, without asking for an appropriation from the town except 
on extraordinary occasions. ‘The Trustees have, during the year, 
visited some of the cemeteries in adjoining towns, and have re- 
ceived many suggestions of much practical value. They have 
found that the plan of finishing lots by curbing with granite, or 
enclosing with an iron fence, has been almost entirely abandoned. 
In the cemeteries commenced within a few years, many who have 
been at the expense of curbing, are now removing the stones in 
order to finish more in accordance with modern plans. It has 
been found to be a much better way, to grade off the lots to cor- 
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respond with each other, enriching the soil, and sowing with grass- 
_ seed, and designating them by small granite posts at each corner, 
set so low as not to prevent a lawn cutter from passing over the 
whole surface of the lot. In that part of Mount Auburn recently 
laid out, the lots are finished almost entirely in this manner. We 
are certain that it is less expensive, and, in the end, will give 
better satisfaction. This is especially true on land where the 
surface is uneven and hilly, and when, by curbing one lot, you 
may greatly injure those adjoining. These remarks are intended 
to apply more particularly to Linwood Cemetery. A number of 
lots are now finished and ready for sale, in this cemetery. 

In the Centre Burial Ground, some improvements have been 
made in the avenues and lots, several hedges have been removed 
by the owners thereof, which had become unsightly, and which 
has, we think, added to the good appearance of the grounds. In 
the report of last year, we ventured to suggest an important 1m- 
provement, which we now ask leave of the town to make, if, in 
their judgment, it should seem advisable. We refer to the 
removal of the foot-stones which were once placed upon graves, 
and which no one thinks of setting at the present day, and level- 
ing off the ground, so as to present an even surface, which could 
be better cared for, and, we think, would be more satisfactory to 
those having friends buried here. ‘The surface is now so uneven, 
made so by the ancient practice of leaving a mound on every 
grave, that it is almost impossible to cut the grass and bushes 
whieh accumulate in such places. We think such an improve- 
ment might be made without injury to any, and would be satis- 
factory to all concerned. 

In many of our modern cemeteries there is a fund provided for 
the perpetual care of lots. This fund is secured by a person leay- 
ing in the hands of the Trustees a sum of money, either by bequest 
or otherwise, with the understanding and agreement, that such a 
lot or lots shall be perpetually cared for; thus, for instance,—a 
person in writing his will, would bequeath to the Trustees of the 
Cemeteries in town, or their successors in office, the sum of $100, 
to be invested by them, the interest thereof to be applied in keep- 
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ing such a lot,-in either cemetery, in perpetual order. By this 
means a person can rest assured that his lot will.be cared for long 
after he and his immediate friends have passed away. 
The receipts and expenditures for the past year, will be found 
below. We close our report with the following recommendations. 
Ist. That the sum of $500 be appropriated by the town, in 
addition to the balance due the trustees, and now in the Town 
Treasury, for the improvement of the cemeteries in town. 
2d. That all moneys derived from the sale of wood or grass 
growing on either of the cemeteries, shall be paid to the Trustees, 
to be used by them for the improvement of the several cemeteries 
in town.

Stncx our last Annual Report we have bought 232 books, and 
24 have been presented; making, in all, 256 volumes added to 
the Library during the past year. Books and pamphlets have 
been received from Mrs. D. S. Lamson, Dr. John Smithwick, 
Hon. George S. Boutwell, Hon. 8. 8. Cox, Cobden Ciub, London, 
Hon. John Eaton, and the American Unitarian Association. We 
have also received, from Hon. C. L. Flint, a large number of 
State Agricultural Reports from various parts of the country, but _ 
they came too late for this year’s catalogue. ‘The whole number 
of books now in the Library is 3,956, of which, 3,075 were bought 
at a cost of $3,590.44; the balance were given. The interest 
in the Library is evidently on the increase. ‘The records of the 
Librarian show that seven thousand four hundred and eight books 
have been taken out during the year; this is several hundred 
more than were ever before taken out in the same length of time. 
We are glad to say that there is an increasing demand for solid 
reading. Notwithstanding the great gain in circulation, the per- 
centage of fiction called for has been much smaller than usual. 
Of the books taken out on two days, supposed to show a fair aver- 
age, only 46% per cent. were fiction, exclusive of Juveniles. 
This is an exceedingly gratifying result. We are deeply sensible 
of the importance of the trust confided to us. A public library, 
if properly managed, exerts a wholesome and elevating influence, 
and may be the means of doing much good. 
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In importance, it is second only to the public school. Too often 
all systematic study ceases when the pupil leaves school, and then 
the library becomes of inestimable value, not only as a means of 
continuing the education, but as an important auxiliary in the 
formation of character. It is doubtful if any book can be atten- 
tively read but what it will leave its impress upon the mind and 
heart. Its influence will tend, either one way or the other, for 
good or bad. Hence the importance of selecting those books 
only which tend to elevate and purify the taste, and impart a high 
moral tone. In supplying the department of fiction, we have en- 
deavored to exercise a judicious discrimination. ‘There is a class 
of sensational romance which we think exerts a bad influence, 
especially upon the young. This we aim to exclude from our 
purchases, our object being to diminish its reading as much as 
possible; but in view of its easy access in the cheap novels and 
story-papers of the day, we should fail in our purpose if we did 
not furnish an acceptable substitute. This we have endeavored 
to do by providing a good supply of that large class of novels 
which simply afford entertainment, and will exert, we think, a 
good influence. While we recognize the importance, in a place 
where there are so few public amusements, of providing some 
agreeable home ‘recreation, we nevertheless deem it our duty, in 
buying books, to keep the permanent value of the Library con- 
stantly in view. 

We have endeavored to make our Library what every public 
library ought to be—a repository of useful knowledge of every 
kind likely to interest the public. Hence many books are placed 
upon the shelves which are seldom read; and yet, with their few 
readers, they may do more good than some other books that are 
in constant demand. ‘This year’s catalogue contains a large num- 
ber of important books, a few of which we mention below. In 
Biography, the Life and Letters of George Ticknor; Familiar 
Letters of John Adams and his Wife; and the Autobiography of 
Mrs. Fletcher; are works of great interest. In the department 
of History, several important books have been added, among 
which are a Short History of the English People; the fourth 
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volume of Palfrey’s History of New England; and the first 
volume of Comte De Paris’ Civil War in America. This last is 
spoken of as a remarkable work. It is characterized by its his- 
torical accuracy and fairness, and its almost romantic interest.. 
The second volume is nearly ready. ‘To all lovers of Nature, we 
commend Darwin’s Insectivorous Plants ; Lubbock’s British Wild 
Flowers, Considered in Relation to Insects; and The Origin 
and Metamorphoses of Insects. One great value of this class of 
books is, their tendency to lead the mind to habits of close 
observation and thoughtful investigation. Carpenter’s Mental 
Physiology cannot fail to interest all thoughtful persons. Bible 
Lands, is of great value and interest, as also are Flagg’s Birds 
and Seasons of New England, and Whitney’s Life and Growth 
of Language, and many others. The 27 volumes of Atlantic 
Monthlies added, were bought for 75 cents per volume, which is 
very cheap for so much good reading. 

In view of the increasing patronage of the Library, we recom- 
mend an amendment to the By-Laws so that it shall be opened 
every Saturday afternoon, instead of every other Saturday after- 
noon as heretofore. One name will be missed from our report 
this year. We fully realize the great loss we have met with in 
the death of Mr. Sears. His great knowledge of books, and his’ 
conscientious regard for the highest welfare of the town, made his 
services as a Trustee of the Library invaluable. The state of his 
health, for the last two years, has prevented his taking an active 
part in the selection of books, but his interest in the success of the 
Library continued unabated.
